Morgan County magistrates who re- 
jected a general fund budget presented 
by Judge Executive Tim Conley that 
called for the adoption of a 1 percent 
payroll tax to balance and provide funds 
to continue county improvement 
projects, presented a second draft of their 
substitute budget at a special meeting 
last Friday. 

Magistrate Stanley Riggsby, who has 
assumed the task of developing an al- 
ternate spending plan that can be ap- 
proved without the need for a payroll 
tax, reported on the results of his meet- 
ing in Frankfort last Thursday to review 
the magistrates’ alternate proposal with 
state officials. 

Riggsby, who was accompanied to 
Frankfort by Magistrate Denzil Potter, 
reported that state officials told them if 
the court is willing to freeze a number 
of county improvement projects ap- 

City adopts 
one-half pet. 
payroll tax 

Passed at unannounced 
special meet on 4-3 vote 
with mayor breaking tie 

A one-half percent occupational (pay- 
roll) tax received its second reading and 
was adopted without discussion at an 
unannounced special city council meet- 
ing last week. 

The measure, which received its first 
reading at the May 28 regular council 
meeting, was adopted Wednesday, June 
6, on a 4-3 vote and will become effec- 
tive July 1 . 

West Liberty businesses and employ- 
ers will be receiving informational let- 
ters and tax-filing forms within the next 
few days, according to City Clerk Sally 
Barker. The tax, which will be withheld 
from the weekly paycecks of all wage- 
earners working within the City of West 
Liberty, will be payable on a quarterly 
basis by employers. The first quarterly 
payment will be payable by employers 
on Oct. 15. 

Voting for the tax were council mem- 
bers Jim Rupe, John May, and Mark 
Walter. Voting no were Belinda Jordan, 
Vickie Henley, and Alton Pelfrey. Mayor 
Bob Nickell’s vote broke the tie. 

Also approved and adopted at the 
meeting was a city budget ordinance

proved by the state over the past five 
years for which the funds have not yet 
been dispensed, those funds can be cal- 
culated into the magistrate’s plan and 
used to balance the budget. The monies 
borrowed from the frozen projects 
would have to be paid back to their re- 
spective accounts at the end of the fis- 
cal year, but in the meantime could be 
used to meet normal general fund ex- 
penditures. 

In a letter to the court, the state Of- 
fice of Local Government circled in red 
the county projects that will have to be 
delayed and programs that will need to 
be cut or eliminated. 

They include a project to renovate 
and modernize the Morgan County High 
School football stadium, the Morgan 
County Animal Shelter project, and 
grants earmarked for the purchase of 
equipment for the highway department. 
Funding that had been proposed to main- 
tain the Morgan County Wellness Cen- 
ter, to support fire departments and the 
rescue squad, and funding for improve- 
ment and maintenance of the Morgan 
County ARH Hospital building have 
also been frozen or eliminated and some 
county road equipment also would have 
to be sold. 

After discussing the letter and listen- 
ing to comments from visitors, the mag- 
istrates voted to freeze the projects as 
recomended with the stipulation that 
some of these projects could be rein- 
stated later if more money becomes 
available to help meet spending require- 
ments, the magistrates said. 

Riggsby told The Courier after the 
meeting that by freezing the recom- 
mended projects and programs about 
$325,000 can be freed to make the bud- 
get balance. 

Judge Executive Conley, who called 
the meeting at the request of Magistrate 
Riggsby and presided over the proceed- 
ings, told the magistrates, “If you come 
up with a budget that you can pass with 
no tax increase and continue the same 
services we have, I applaud you, I’m all 
for you. We’ll work together and make 
it work.” 

But, he said, “If you are telling us that 
all we’ll be doing is delaying a 1 per- 
cent tax increase and rely on making it 
See PJTS.

up with (receipts from) a 4 per- 
cent increase in property tax 
(next year) or a 4 percent increase 
on something else, then that’s a 
different story — Whatever is 
passed . . . whatever is cut,” it 
will be a magistrates’ budget if it 
is approved.” 

He warned, that the magis- 
trates’ bare-bones plan will not 
preclude the need for the county 
to raise more revenue in the fu- 
ture. “Let’s not deceive any- 
body,” he said. 

Midway through the meeting, 
decorum was interrupted for 
some minutes when Coroner 
Kenny Perry confronted Magis- 
trate Frankie Spencer with a bar- 
rage of questions, challenging 
Spencer to explain why he did 
not vote with the other magis- 
trates to reject the original bud- 
get submitted by Judge Executive 
Conley. 

“I like you and everything like 
that, but you’ve voted with Tim 
(Judge Conley) on everything,” 
Perry said, and demanded that 
Spencer explain to him why he 
did not accompany Riggsby to 
Frankfort to help work on the 
magistrate’s budget. 

Obviously taken aback, Spen- 
cer responded, that he had not 
been invited by the other magis- 
trates to assist on the budget and 
had not been asked to go to 
Frankfort. 

“Anytime I have come in here, 
I’ve listened to both sides,” Spen- 
cer told Perry. “I’ve never come 
in here knowing what I was go- 
ing to do before I got here. I 
choose to do what I think is the 
right thing to do for all the 
people, not just a certain group, 
a certain party,” Spencer said. 
“The only thing I can do is sit in 
this chair and do what I think is 
right.” 

“It’s not us against them with 
me and I wish people would stop 
thinking that way and we could 
get together on some things and 
try to work together,” he said. “I 
think this county could go a heck 



of a lot farther if we would stop 
thinking in those terms.” 

(It was learned after the meet- 
ing that of the five magistrates, 
none besides Riggsby andPotter 
have been to the capitol to con- 
sult with government budget of- 
ficials.) 

Contention surfaced again 
later in the meeting when Mag- 
istrate Potter accused Jimmy 
Conley, a long-time fire depart- 
ment member and a brother of 
Judge Conley, of trying to make 
it look like the magistrates were 
against the fire departments. 
Conley had risen to ask the mag- 
istrates to try to find a way not to 
cut funding to support the 
county’s emergency services 
agencies. 

“We’re not here to hurt the fire 
departments,” Potter interjected. 
“I know Tim (Judge Conley) 
probably got you down here . . . 
to make it look like it . . . any- 
way, that’s what you” re trying to 
do,” Potter said. 

Conley said he had not been 
invited, by anyone. 

Also addressing the magis- 
trates was Jimmy Puckett, a Mor- 
gan County school bus driver, 
who said he has three or four “bus 
turnarounds” on his route that 
must be graveled to insure safety. 
“I’ve been a bus driver for 13 
years,” he said. “The first eight 
or ten years I couldn’t get gravel 
for turnarounds, couldn’t get the 
roads mowed and it was danger- 
ous.” He said he feels it is county 
government’s responsibility to 
provide such services and said he 
has no objection to a payroll tax 
“if it goes where it is needed” to 
insure that such services can con- 
tinue to be provided. 

Lynn Nickell recounted the 
many serves and programs pro- 
vided, with the county’s help and 
the help of the West Liberty city 
government, the West Liberty 
Tourism Council and local civic 
organizations that have improved 
the quality of life in Morgan 
County over the years for all resi- 
dents. He mentioned the West 
Liberty Public Swimming Pool, 
which recently was renovated 
and expanded with grant funds 



secured by county government, 
new tennis courts and a skate 
board rink at the county-owned 
Kiwanis playground. 

“As far as Morgan County is 
concerned, we’re kind of the 
pride of this whole area,” said 
Nickell. “Talk to anybody in sur- 
rounding counties about Morgan 
County and they’ll tell you that 
we’re really an example.” 

“Other counties,” he said, “are 
striving the best they can to catch 
up with us.” 

“I understand that you’ve got 
some problems with this (tax),” 
Nickell said to the magistrates, 
“but I would like to see us 
progress rather than regress, I 
would like to see Morgan County 
rather than just stay in the status 
quo, continue to move forward 
if there is any way you can do 
it.” 

Nickell urged the magistrates 
not forget the football stadium 
project, noting that “we’re the 
only football school in this whole 
area that doesn’t have adequate 
facilities for visiting teams to 
dress. He also made a plea to the 
magistrates to continue funding 
the Morgan County Wellness 
Center, which he said serves 
many local residents with exer- 
cise facilities, including heart 
patients, who otherwise would 
have to travel elsewhere to find 
those facilities. 

In a statement at the end of the 
meeting, Magistrate Riggsby 
said, “I don’t think any of the 
magistrates have got any inten- 
tions of trying to hurt Morgan 
county, but I don’t feel like a pay- 
roll tax is right for the county.” 
He said rising prices for gas and 
other necessities and other in- 
creases in the cost of living that 
he said will occur already are 
placing a heavy burden on work- 
ing people. 

“By voting this down (the 
original budget), we’re voting 
down the payroil tax,” Riggsby 
said. 

“I understand the county will 
have to have more revenues at 
some point in time,” Riggsby 
added, “but our point the whole 
time has been to get the budget 
balanced now to give us time to 
look at everything and figure out 
what is best for the county.”

Liberty for running sewer lines 
to the new Morgan Central El- 
ementary School at Greear, and 
heard an update on construction 
progress from the school’s archi- 
tect. 

“We are currently waiting for 
the city to construct a pump sta- 
tion at the school,” Gold said.

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Democracy At Work: 
Two Versions 

Representative democracy stands, beleagured and 
alone, as the world’s best hope for fulfilling the aspira- 
tions of freedom-loving people. It’s sad when, in the push 
and shove of the political arena, it sometimes fails to live 
up to its high ideals and expectations. 

Take the case of the fiscal court and the open govern- 
ment policy of Judge Executive Tim Conley. After a se- 
ries of well-advertised public meetings called by Judge 
Conley to acquaint the public with the county’s very real 
financial straits and with his proposal for a 1% payroll 
tax needed to balance the county budget and at the same 
time maintain and improve government services and keep 
the county on a progressive track, Morgan County citi- 
zens, after weeks of debate tinged throughout with more 
than a hint of rancorous partisan politics, have (through 
the votes of their magistrates — or most of them) opted 
to delay community improvement projects in lieu of the 
tax. 

Then take the case of the West Liberty City Council. A 
one-half percent payroll tax quietly introduced by Mayor 
Bob Nickell was quickly and without debate given its first 
reading and approved by the council at its regular meet- 
ing on Monday of last week, and was adopted by the coun- 
cil on a 4-3 vote (but again with no debate) at an unan- 
nounced special meeting two days later. Neat. Tidy. No 
questions. No public debate. No fuss. No hassle. 

Even a 12-year-old could not miss the irony here.

No Football Coach, 

No Football? 

Is Morgan County High School football among those county 
programs and improvement projects being sacrificed to 
balance the magistrates’ version of a general fund bud- 
get? 

As unlikely as it seems, it is a question being asked by 
some, who point to the unusual coincidence of two con- 
secutive football coaches hired in recent months suddenly 
changing their minds and abruptly resigning. 

Both reportedly were impressed with what they found 
here and were enthusiastic about taking over the program 
built by Coach Randy Wood, who himself unexpectedly 
resigned in the spring. The resignation of the new hires, 
each of whom had announced plans to move here imme- 
diately to get ready for the fall season, left many people 
puzzled and high school athletics director Chris Trusty 
with a real problem trying to fill the position this late in 
the year. 

Now talk has begun to circulate that the school board 
may be considering dropping football from its athletics 
programs at MCHS. This at a time when grant funds se- 
cured by Judge Executive Conley have been languishing 
since last November waiting for the board of education to 
give the go ahead on a long-anticipated renovation and 
modernization of the school’s football stadium. 

But the stadium modernization was among a number 
of other county public improvement projects that were 
“frozen” by the magistrates at a special meeting last week 
with anticipation that officials in Frankfort will allow the 
grant funds that have been earmarked for them to be cal- 
culated into the magistrates’ budget to help make it bal- 
ance. 

Add to this a statement dropped at last week’s special 
fiscal court meeting by Magistrate Randy Cantrell, who 
said, “About the football field, we’ve got to get the county 
straightened up first before we start shooting money ev- 
erywhere else to serve a small portion of people (who 
like football).” 

To which we say, if that’s what it takes to balance the 
budget, fine. It would mean another year’s delay, but at 
the end of the next fiscal year, when the money borrowed 
from the grant to help balance the county budget is paid 
back to the stadium fund (as it must be), the project can 
go forward as planned. 

But, with no football program . . .? 

If any of this is so, whoever got to the two new coaches 
to clue them that their decision to quit their jobs and come 
here was unwise, doubtlessly did them a favor. And if the 
football program at MCHS is in fact being sacrificed to 
balance the county budget, somebody should inform ath- 
letics director Chris Trusty, who at last report was still 
frantically trying to line up a last-minute replacement to 
take charge of the program. 

Stay tuned.

Magistrate Explain Budget 



Dear Editor: 

After many weeks which in- 
volved public forums in each 
magisterial district, as well as 
other regular and special meet- 
ings of the Morgan County Fis- 
cal Court regarding the issue of 
a payroll tax, we are pleased to 
announce that we are presenting 
a balanced budget to the entire 
court for approval. This balanced 
budget does not contain a pay- 
roll tax. 

Over the past few weeks, we 
received hundreds of calls from 
constituents within our respec- 
tive districts, as well as around 
the county in opposition to the 
proposed payroll tax. While most 
people are generally opposed to 
a tax increase, our particular cir- 
cumstances and the timing of this 
tax make it a huge problem for 
the working people. This pro- 
posed tax would have levied a 
1.0% tax on all wage income in 
Morgan County. 

The original proposal for a 
1.5% tax was estimated to raise 
more than a million dollars in 
additional revenue to address a 
budgetary shortfall of less than 
half that amount. Morgan County 
currently has an insurance pre- 
mium surcharge. To implement 
a payroll tax, in addition to the 
insurance surcharge tax, would 
have meant that Morgan County 
was one of only about 14 coun- 
ties to have both a payroll tax and 
insurance premium tax. 

With the skyrocketing cost of 
gas, health insurance and 
healthcare in general, as well as 
basic necessities like groceries, 
the tax would have been a huge 
problem for our citizens, espe- 
cially those who earn at or near 
the minimum wage or are single 
parents. 

Our budgetary proposal seeks 
to use coal severance funds to 
reduce our indebtedness, freeing 
p our existing monies to meet our 
budgetary needs. Additionally, 
we hope to sell some surplus 
items which we feel the county 
no longer needs as well as put- 
ting place other spending and b 
budgetary safeguards to see that 
we live within our means. 

Much has been said to imply 
that the balanced budget that we 
are putting forward for consider- 
ation is a cut in appropriations to 
important local projects and en- 
tities such as fire departments, 
rescue squads, and the DAV or- 
ganization. It is significant to 
note and important to remember 
that these entities were not 
funded at the proposed level in 
last year’s budget and the in- 
creases sought in the judge’s bud- 
get were only possible if the pay- 
roll tax were initiated and passed.

for about 30 years. Tommy 
Phipps’ assessment was that we 
would have to have additional 
revenues to continue our current 
services and pay for our man- 
dated expenses, such as jail costs 
and debts of $4 million inherited 
from a prior judge executive and 
fiscal court. To pay these debts, 
we are committed to pay approxi- 
mately $400,000 a year. We were 
advised by the state that a 1 
penny on the dollar occupation 
license tax would generate ap- 
proximately $700,000 for Mor- 
gan County. A copy of the pro- 
posed budget is in my office. 
With these revenues we could 
continue our current services and 
provide much needed funds to 
youth programs/senior citizens 
programs, DAV, VFW, volunteer 
fire departments, rescue squad, 
economic growth for jobs, gravel 
and blacktop for roads and build 
and maintain Morgan County. 

However, after many special 
meetings, the fiscal court rejected 
this proposal and presented their 
own budget with no increase in 
revenue. However, the state re- 
jected their proposal last week. 
Two magistrates, Denzil Potter 
and Stanley Riggsby, met with 
with Rep. John Will Stacy in 
Frankfort later and came up with 
a new proposal in which they 
froze our coal severance projects, 
which include the Animal Shel- 
ter, equipment for fire depart- 
ments, $50,000 for improvement 
of the high school football field, 
the Wellness Center, and money 
for fire departments, rescue 
squad, and ARH Hospital. 

The state, under direction of 
those attending the meeting in 
Frankfort, faxed a copy of three 
proposed motions to be made at 
the next special court meeting to 
our county attorney. Upon noti- 
fication of this meeting, I con- 
tacted the state and was also sent 
a copy of the recommended mo- 
tions to share with the citizens of 
Morgan County. I hope this new 
proposal works. 

The state made it clear at the 
meeting attended by Rep. Stacy 
and the two magistrates that this 
is a 1-time repair and by law 
could not be used again. The 
magistrates are looking into other 
ways to increase revenues. We 
have very few options. They’re 
looking at a 4-cent on the dollar 
increase in property taxes and 
maybe a 4-cent on the dollar in- 
crease in the existing insurance 
premiums tax. 

Whatever the outcome, we 
will work off of their budget and 
can only supply the services that 
they fund. I hope for the future 
and growth of Morgan County 
this works out for the next gen- 
eration.

City of West Liberty 
Occupational License Fee 
Ordinance # 06062007-01 
Summary 

An Ordinance relating to the imposi- 
tion and administration of an Occupa- 
tional license requirement and payment 
of an Occupational License Tax by persons 
and business entities conducting business 
occupations and professions within the 
City of West Liberty, Kentucky. Beginning 
on July 1, 2007 persons and business en- 
tities conducting businesses, occupations 
and professions within the City of West 
Liberty there is hereby levied a one-half 
percent (1/2) fee of compensation earned 
by employees and one-half (1/2) percent 
fee of the net profits of self-employed 
persons. 

Certain compensations shall be ex- 
empt from the one-half percent fee in- 
cluding: retirement benefits, disability 
and unemployment, death benefits, 
workers compensation employee contri- 
butions ot 401 (K) plans, per diems paid 
to certain elected officials, tips and gra- 
tuities, expense reimbursement and do- 
mestic services received while employed 
in a private home and any other compen- 
sation or net profits exempted by law. 

Employers shall deduct from the com- 
pensation due an employee the amount 
due beginning on July 1, 2007. The pay- 
ments shall be made quarterly, with pe- 
riod endings being March 31, June 30, 
September 30 and December 31. Pay- 
ments shall be made by the 15th day of 
the month immediately following the 
end of the quarter.

except as an interim appointee as provided by KRS 132.375, he shall hold 
a certificate issued by the Department of Revenue, showing that he has 
been examined by it and that he is qualified for the office. All certificates 
shall expire one (1) year from the date of issuance... The examinations 
shall be written and formulated so as to test fairly the ability and fitness of 
the applicant to serve as property valuation administrator. ” 

Kentucky Revised Statute 132.370 (2) states in part: 

Property Valuation Administrator shall possess the qualifications required 
by Section 100 of the Constitution and by KRS 132.380 and shall be 
eligible for re-election. 

Section 100 of the Constitution of Kentucky requires that applicants must be at 
least 24 years of age at the time of the election or appointment, a citizens of 
Kentucky, and have resided in the state for at least two years, and in Morgan 
County at least one year preceding the election or appointment. Applicant iden- 
tification will be required prior to taking the examination. A driver’s license or 
other ID with recent picture will be required as evidence of identification. 

The examination is based on vocabulary, reading comprehensive and word prob- 
lems. All materials necessary to take the eximination, including calculators, are 
supplied. The maximum time limit for the written examination is three and one 
half-hours. All applicants will be notified of notified of test results promptly.

Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
reminds producers of the acreage 
reporting requirements that must 
be met prior to receiving program 
benefits. Filing an accurate acre- 
age report for all crops and land 
uses, including failed acreage 
and prevented planting acreage, 
can prevent the loss of benefits 
for a variety of programs. The 
final date to certify small grains 
is May 31. 

Producers must report acre- 
ages to maintain eligibility for 
Price Support Programs, 
Noninsured Crop Assistance Pro- 
gram (NAP), Conservation Re- 
serve Program (CRP) and Direct 
and Counter-Cyclical Program. 
All cropland on all farms must 
be certified to remain eligible. 

Producers are reminded other 
program deadlines are: 

July 16 - Final date to certify 
all other crops, except small 
grain. 

Aug. 1 - Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) acreages must be certified 
by Aug. 1 or 15 days prior to the 
onset of harvest or grazing. 

Aug. 3 - Final date to sign up 
for Direct and Counter Cyclical 
Program (DCP), without paying 
a late fee. 

Sept. 1 - Final date to apply 
for coverage under NAP for 2007 
on Christmas trees, Crustaceans, 
Grass-Sod and Finfish. 

Sept. 30 - Final date to apply 
for coverage under NAP for 2007 
Wheat. 

Other producer deadlines are: 

Aug. 1 - Final date to file 
County Committee nomination 
forms at county office. Nomina- 
tion forms must be returned to the 
FSA county office or be post- 
marked by Aug. 1. 

Dec. 4 - Last day to return 
completed ballots to the FSA 
county office. Ballots must be 
returned to the FSA county of- 
fice or be postmarked by Dec. 4.
